Do Damage to Property in the."West— 


Two States Suffer—Roof Blown 


Off a Hotel. 


Omaha, Neb., Sept. 16.—Western 


Iowa'and eastern Nebraska were vis- 
ited by the worst wind and rain storm 
of the year. In Omaha and Council 
Bluffs extensive damage was done, 
and the loss by wind and flooded 'base- 
ments will be extensive, reaching 
many thousands of dollars. The storm 
reached the proportion of a tornado at 
Burwell, Neb., where one person was 
'killed, six injured and $50.000 damage 
done to property. In Omaha no less 
than. a dozen large stores had plate- 
•glass windows blown in arid stocks 
considerably damaged.

The exact cause of the accident may 


never be known, but it is the accepted 
theory here that in an effort to burn 
out a stoppage in one of the machines 
a workman caused an explosion of » 
fuse with the hot iron he held in his 
hand. Those who were in the room 
where the explosion occurred say that 
the explosion was not severe and or- 
dinarily would not have caused » 
panic. Inflammable material, however, 
was set on fire, and in a few moments 
the room was a mass of flames. In. 
an instant there was a mad rush for 
the doors and windows, and during the 
scramble many were pushed back 
into the building, while others were 
severely burned. There were only 60 
hands at work in the entire plant It 
is stated that some of the dead may 
have been overcome by smoke before 
they had a chance to flee, and that it 
is improbable that any one of the 
seven victims lost his life by the force 
of the explosion,

borue Reynolds is perhaps the most 
startling. It inverts all our previous 
ideas on the subject. 
According to 


(bis, 
the youngest theory of the ether, 


we must look upon the ether us the one 
really substantial thing in the universe, 
its density bciiig 10,000 times greater 
than that of water, while matter, which 
seems so substantial, consists, so to 
speak, in an absence of mass and has 
the character of a mere wave in the 
ether. 
On this newest view "\ve arc 


all waves," as the author of the theory, 
bursting into poetry, exclaimed at the 
close of the eighth section of his Rede 
lecture. This astonishing proposition, 
which has cost its author no less than 
twenty years of labor, asks us to im- 
agiue that the universe, except those 
minor portions which constitute mat- 
ter, is built up, like a bag of sand, of 
grains of definite shape and in size 
so inconceivably" small that their diain- 
c-ters are no greater than the seven 
huudred thousand millionth part of the 
wave length of violet ligh'., which in 
its turn amounts to only sixteen, mil- 
lionths of an inch, and so closely pack- 
ed that, though not absolutely immova- 
ble, 
the four hundred^thousand mil- 


lionth of the seven hundred thousand 
millionth of one sixty thousandth part 
of an inch—i. e., the four .hundred 
thousand millionth part of their own 
diameter—would 
represent 
approxi- 


mately the mean free path through 
which these particles are free to move. 
Professor Reynolds tells us that the 
density of this medium, far from be- 
ing almost indefinitely small, is nearly 
500 times as great as that of the dens- 
est matter known to u=s on earth and 
its pressure "more than 3,000 times 
greater than that which any material 
yet tried has been known to sustain. 


To get some idea 6f this conception 


of the ether picture to yourself a bil- 
iiard table carefully packed from one 
end to the other v.-ith Hue after line of 
billiard balls, each liue so nicely fitted 
or geared into the next that the balls 
are packed almost as close to each 
other as is possible, yet not so very 
tightly as to prevent absolutely all mo- 
tion among them. Imagine again that 
you have not one layer of balls, as on 
a billiard table, confineJ. by the sides 
of the table, but layer upon layer piled 
one above the other and extending ab- 
solutely without limit in every direc- 
tion. Remember that these balls or 
grains are so minute that, say, 11,200,- 
000,000,000,000,000:of them laid side by 
side aloug a line would only occupy a 
single inch, and you will have a pic- 
ture so far as may be of Professor 
Reynolds' conception of the universal 
medium, ether.—W. A. Shenstone, F. 
R. S., in Cornhill Magazine.

GLADDEN DEFEATED 


BY VOTE 46 TO ID 


Board Opposed to Further Discussion 


of Tainted Money Proposition— 


Columbus Minister Speaks. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 16.—By a vote 


of 46 to 10 the American board of com- 
missioners for foreign missions went 
on record as being opposed to a fur- 
ther discussion of "tainted money" in 
any of its phases. This vote was not 
taken, however, until the question had 
been threshed out in all its phases 
and the leading Congregationalists of 
America had voiced their sentiments 
on the subject. Dr. Washington Glad- 
den, the leader of the minority, precip- 
itated the discussion by the introduc- 
tion of his resolution. 


In course of debate Dr. Gladden 


said: "Some of you have been kind 
enough to *nsure me that I am in an 
insignificant minority," he said. "That 
may be; I leave it to be decided by 
you. 
It will not be the first time that 


I have been in a very small minority, 
even in this board; but I have seen 
such small minorities in a very few 
years grow to overwhelming majori- 
ties. The same appeal of truth to 
time is one which I have learned to 
trust with hope, and I therefore com- 
mit with confidence what I have said 
to you and to the people of the" Con- 
gregational churches and to'the kind- 
ly judgment of all honorable men."

life. How he survived the wreck might 
be regarded as a miracle as his car 
was piactidally demolished. Only the 
trucks and the roof remained, the bal 
ance of the car being reduced to splin- 
ters. 


Mr. Van Atta arrived in 
Newark 


shortly after noon Saturday and was 
seen by an Advocate reported. He said, 
"How 
I got out of that scrape alive, 


I can not tel'. We were going at a 
pretty good clip, being somewhat late, 
the crash came and the next thing i 
knew, I was dragging myself out of rhe 
debris fifty or sixty feet away from 
the track. 


"It seemed that we struck an en- 


gine which was not in the clear. It 
was a sort of a 'side wipe' wreck. All 
the cars left the track and mine among 
the others was telescoped. I was the 
only Newark man who was a member 
of the train crew. The enginemen 
were from Garrett and the baggage- 
man, 
who was killed, was from Chi- 


cago Junction. His name was Frank 
Smoots. The accident occurred about 
12:10 a. m. and the train was moving 
at a. speed of 70 or 80 miles an hour." 


Mr. Van Atta was quite painfully in- 


jured in the accident, but considers his 
escape almost a miracle. His collar 
bone was broken and his back and 
shoulders were badly sprained and 
bruised. His face was scratched and 
cut by the fall and he has the appear- 
ance of having gone through pretty 
rough usage ' 


"Were you ever in,an accident be- 


fore?" asked the reporter. 


"Oh, yes. This is my fifth railroad 


accident''in five years. In all the 
others I escaped. In four of thf> acci- 
dents other trainmen were killed but 
each time until tke last, I escaped un- 
injured."

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 1C.—Ac- 


cording to Luther Burbank, the wizard 
of 'science, and the man who is re- 
sponsible for the seedless apple, the 
latest agricultural novelty, the over- 
man, or '?Uebermensch," forecast by 
the philosopher, Friedrich Nietzsche, 
will eventually be realized by 
the 


natural processes of social life in the 
United States. 


Nietzsche's tneory was that if man 


is an evolution of the ape, an over- 
ape as it were, the over-man, the more 
than man, is sure to follow in the 
logic of 
the 
evolutionary pbiloso- 


nhers. 
* According to Burbank, Nietsche is 
rnght in his theory that the "over- 
man" will eventually be evolved, and 
the sense of the realization will be in 
the United States. The crossing of 
races, in short, is the fact on which 
Burbank bases his 
doctrine. 
Social 


evolution here in this country, he 
says, .will gradually weed out the un- 
fit ones and only the fit will survive 


At a dinner given 
by the State 


Board of Trade to Burbank, the fam- 
ous 
horticulturist, 
he 
delivered 
a 


speech which is noteworthy as con- 
taining a fiat contradiction of the 
theories of some evolutionists 
ttat 


heredity .plays .a more important p^art 
in the development of character than 
environment. 
Among the 
important 


things which he said he had learned 
to study and know by study of plant 
life were these: 


"There is no doubt that if a child 


with a vicious^temper be placed in en- 
vironment of peace and quiet the tem- 
per will change. 
Put a boy born of 


gentle white parents among Indians 
and he will grow up like an Indian. 
Let a child born of criminal parents 
have setting of morality and decency 
and the chances are that he will not 
grow into a criminal, but to be a 
bright man. 
I do not 
say heredity- 


will not sometimes assert itself, of 
course. 


"When criminal instinct crops ,-out 


in an individual it might appear as if 
environment 
were 
leveled 
to 
the 


ground, but in succeeding generations 
the effect of constant higher enuviron- 
ment will not fail to become fixed. 


"We in America form a nation with 


the bloods of half the people of the 
world within our veins. We are more 
crossed than any other nation in the 
history of the world, and here 
we 


meet the same results that are always 
seen in a much crossed race or plant, 
all the worst as well as the best qual- 
ities of each are brought out in their 
fullest intensities. And right here is 
where selective environment counts. 
As time goes on 
environment 
•will 


crystallize the American Nation. 
Its 


varying elements will become unified 
and the weeding out process will prob- 
ably leave the finest human product 
ever known. 


"What will hasten this development 


most of all? The proper 
rearing 
of 


children. 
Don't 
feed children 
on ] 


maudulin sentimentalism or dogmatic 
religion. 
Give them nature. Let their 


souls drink in all that is pure and 
sweet. Don't terrify them in early life 
with fear of an after world. There 
never was a child that was made morel 
noble or good by fear of hell. Let 
nature teach them lessons of good and 
proper living. 
combined with an 


abundance of well-balanced nourish- 


»nt. Those children will grow to he 


the host men and women."

MONEY POR 


THE CAMPAIGN 


Contributed by the New York Life to 


the Republican Committee. 


STORY OF GEORGE PERKINS 


Democratic Victory Would Have Jeop- 


ardized the Assets of the Insurance 
Company/He Testifies—More About 
That Eight Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lar Bond Transaction. 
New York, Sept. 1C.—At the session 


of the special legislative commission 
probing 
life 
insurance companies' 


methods, George W. Perkins, member 
of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Com- 
pany, and first vice president of the 
New York Life Insurance company, 
was star witness. His testimony was 
replete with revelations in the devel- 
opment of finance as applied by insur- 
ance companies. The climax came 
when Mr. Perkins was asked concern- 
ing an entry of $48,702 in a ledger 
marked "ordered paid by the presi- 
dent." Mr. Randolph, treasurer of the 
New York Life, who had been on the 
stand earlier in the session, had been 
sharply questioned as to the purport 
of this entry, but was unable to ex- 
plain it. He thought no one except 
the president could. Mr. Perkins had 
been called to testify as to some other 
transactions, and, after a recess, he 
was asked to produce the check. It 
was made out payable to J. P. Morgan 
& Company, and Mr. Perkins trankly 
stated it was a contribution to the na- 
tional Republican campaign commit- 
tee and had been paid to Cornelius N. 
Bliss. Perkins said": "This payment 
was made-after "careful deliberation. 
It must not be considered an ordinary 
contribution to the campaign fund. It 
was paid because we felt that the as- 
sets of tbe New York Life Insurance 
company would be jeopardized by 
Democratic success." 


Witness said contributions were 


also made in 1900 and 1890. As an 
illustration, witness said the first con- 
tribution made was in 189C. by Presi- 
dent McCall, who is a Democrat "He 
contributed to the McKinley campaign 
fund and voted for McKinley because 
he felt it was in the best interests of 
the policy-holders of this company." 
Mr. Hughes asked M. Pemberton to 
explain how on the books in the syn- 
dicate action by which $800.000 in 
bonds was sold on Dec. 31, 1901, and 
bought back Jan. 2, 1902, there was 
shown on the debit side of the account 
$160,000 and on the credit side $800,- 
000, 
and Mr. Perkins replied: "I am 


glad that you brought that matter up. 
In that transaction we asked for $5,- 
000,000 of bonds and got only $4,OOC,- 
000. 
We made up our minds to sell 


the $800..000 of this sum,'and our 
books, therefore, only showed $3,290,- 
000. 
When it came to the end of the 


year we sold the $800.000, and instead 
of taking a loss of $160,000 we took a 
loss of only $80,000. I arranged with 
J. P. Morgan & Company to sell it at 
a price, and then I bought it back at 
the same price. After rebuying I held 
onto it and finally sold it at 90. Our 
first idea was to sell it at SO, but we 
finally got 90." 


"Were not the sale and purchase for 


the purpose of deceiving the commis- 
sioner of insurance?" "No, it was not. 
Securities were depressed at the time, 
and it was considered a. good deal."

Health Officials Say No One In Cin- 


nati Need Be Alarmed. 


tHE PATIENTS ARE ISOLATED 


Governor Herrick 
Directs the State 


Board to Assist the QueeneCity Au 
thoritles In Preventing the Spread 
of the Disease—Refugees From the 
South at Large In Chicago. 


Cincinnati, O., Sept. 10—Five per 


sons ill with yellow fever arrived here 
over the Queen and Crescent line 
They are Mrs. T. J. Roan, Miss Anna 
Stone and T. J. Stone of Tallulah, La, 
and Willie Walters Smith and Miss 
Stockner of Lake Providence, La. The 
patients have been isolated. The 
trairj carried 200 fever refugees from 
Lake Providence, La. Governor Her- 
rick has telegraphed the state board 
to co-operate with the- mayor of Cin- 
cinnati'in the capture of the refugees. 


"The five yellow fever refugees who 


were taken to the branch hospital 
here have developed unmistakable 
symptoms 
of 
yellow 
fever," said 


Health 
Officer 
Davis. "The cases, 


however, are in the mildest form. No 
one in Cincinnati need be alarmed by 
the presence of these cases. In the 
first place the species of mosquito re- 
sponsible for the spread of the disease 
can not be found here, and in the sec- 
ond instance the patients are in a sep- 
arate building at the hospital, abso- 
lutely screened off from the admission 
of mosquitoes. Common charity de 
mands that these people should be 
cared for. Their detention at the hos 
pital until the disease shall have dis 
appeared will harm no one in Cincin- 
nati and may be the means of saving 
lives. I expect that hundreds and 
perhaps thousands of people from in- 
fected districts will reach this city in 
the next few wfeks. Whenever it is 
deemed advisable from the condition 
exhibited by the people arriving, they 
will be detained from three to six 
days to watch developments. If by 
that time yellow fever symptoms fail 
to appear, they will be given their^ 
liberty." 


At a meeting of the board of health 


it was decided to offer all refugees a 
home, provided the companies carry- 
ing Ilicm to the city bear the expenses 
of maintaining them here in quar- 
antine. 


Improvement at New Orleans. 


New Orleans, Sept. 1C.—The situa- 


tion shows some signs of improve- 
ment. The diminished number of fa- 
talities 
from 
August remains 
the 


brightest 
phase of the 
situation. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon N. A. Rose- 
neau. bacteriologist of the marine hos- 
pital servicp, arrived here from Wash- 
ington. He said he had been sent by 
Dr. Wyman to study certain phases of 
the situation and to report upon what 
had been discovered. Each day adds 
something lo the betterment of the 
trade situation in the nature of a mod- 
ification of quarantines. 


Fever Suspects In Chicago. 


Chicago. Sept. 16.—Several Italians, 


supposed to be infected with yellew 
fever, arrived at the Union passenger 
station in Chicago and succeeded in 
evading the health officer, who was 
at the train to meet them. They are 
still at largo, although every effort is 
being put forth to locate them. The 
Italians came from Pallula, La., and 
were members of the party quaran- 
tined at Cincinnati.
